20, 
1910, at 5:45 p. m., I placed in 
Ink Alley, a portion of the Times 
Building, a suit case containing 
16 sticks of 80 per cent dynamite,

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LEWIS INDIGIMENT 
AND INSURANCE 
UHARGES QUASHED 


The indictment charging E. G. Lewis 
with fraudulent use of the mails in 
connection with his realty and publish- 
ing enterprises, and the indictments 
charging Harry M. Coudrey and six 
others with the same offence, in con- 
nection with the affairs of the so-called 
twin companies. were dis- 
missed Tuesday. by Judge Jacob Trie- 
ber, sitting for Judge Dyer in the 
United States District Court., 

A technical error in the manner of se- 
iecting the grahd:jury, which was made 
the basis of & plea of abateemnt by the 
tefendants, caused the Court’s action. 
The next Federal grand jury, which has 
been called for Dec. 14; will éonsider the 
evidence on which Lewis and the insur- 
ance officials were inditted, and it is 
the expectation of District - Attorney 
Houts that new indictments will then be 
returned. 

The indictments against Harry B. 
Gardner are'not affected by the Court’s 
action, as the plea in abatement made 
in his behalf was recently withdrawn. 
The Lewis indictment, containing 12 
counts, was returned July 12 last, after 
a year’s investigation. The insurance 
indictments were returned Oct. 27. 

One grand juror, Eugene B. “Stinde, 
was opposed to indicting Lewis, and 
complained to Judge Trieber at the time 
that he had not had a chance to pre- 
sent his views to his fellow members 
so fully as he wished. The Judge told 
him that a grand jugy room was no

Two days 
afterward it was found that Gallagher’s 
indorsement had been forged. The de- 
tectives found that the y »«-g¢ man wh») 
had cashed the draft had gone to St. 
Louls. He cut a wide swath th:re, 
taking g:. parties of women automo- 
biling, but he had vanished when tne 
detectives reached that city. They found 
the room he had occupied in bt. Louis. 
‘In it was Francis J, Frick, a former 
clerk for the Francis firm. Under the 
carpet was $1200. Frick was arres‘ed. 
The detectives say he admitted be had 
stolen the draft from his employer's 
mail and had given it to Long to cash. 

Meantime Long was autoing about the 
bright light district of Kansas -i:ty. 
Again the detectives got on the trail, and 
again they were too late to catch him. 
They. traced him to the white light re- 
sorts in Denver He had much automo- 
biling there, too, for he had been a 
chauffeur. 

Easy Trail to San Francisco. 

He left an easy trail from that city 
to San Francisco. There he bought an 
automobile. On Nov. 4 he went to Los 
Angeles, taking with him a San Fran- 
‘claco hotel clerk. There were more 
autos there and more pleasant compan- 
fons in them. 

Then the pair returned to San Fran- 

cisco. They arrived here two weeks ago, 
still in funds. 
. Detectives had photographed the sig- 
natures used by Long on hotel registers. 
Some were “‘P. J. Brady,” “James P. 
Duncan” and “Louis P. Cole.”” With 
the aid of these, the detectives found 
Long and his friend had registered at 
the Hotel Belmont. 

After the name of each ot the two 
was written “and wife.” Through tele- 
phone calls the. pursuers found where 
the “‘wives’’ had come from. It was 
saié they were the wives of two men 
who had met Long and his friend and 
had introduced them into their homes. 

Much of the money of Long and his 
chum had been spent and last Sunday 
night found them at the Mills Hotel in 
West Thirty-sixth street. A detective 
recognized Long, oOvercoatless, before 
Hammerstein's Victoria trying to get a 
' gob as assistant to a ticket speculator. 

And now the pathway, without the 
trimmings, leads back to Chicago.

HE effect of these two decisions 
T has led to decrees dissolving the 
combination of manufacturers of 
electric lamps, a Southern wholesale 
grocers’ association, an _ interlocutory 
decree against the Powder Trust with 
directions by the Circuit Court com- 
pelling dissolution, and other combina- 
tions of a similar history are now nego- 
tiating with the Department of Justice 
looking to a disintegration by decree 
and reorganization in atcordance with 
law. It seems possible to bring about 


these reorganizations without géneral : 
business disturbance. 


Movement for Repeal 

of the Anti-Trust Law. 

But now that the anti-trust act is 
seen to be effective for the accom- 
plishment of the purpose of its enact- 
ment, we are met by a cry from 
many different quarters for its repeal. 
It is said to be obstructive of business 
progress, to be an attempt to restore 
old-fashioned methods of destructive 
competition between small units, and to 
make impossible those useful combina- 
tions of capital and the reduction of the 
cost of production that are essential to 
continued prosperity and normal 
growth. 

In the recent decisions the Supreme 
Court makes clear that there is nothing 
in the statute which condemns combi- 
nations of capital or mere bigness of 
plant organized to secure economy in 
production and a reduction of its cost. 
it is only when the purpose or neces- 
sary effect. of the organization and 
maintenance of the combination or the 
aggregation of immense size are the 
stifling of competition, actual and po- 
tential, and the enhancing of prices and 
establishing a monopoly, that the stat- 
ute is violated. Mere size is no _ sin 
against the law. The merging of two 
or more business plants. necessarily 
eliminates competition between the units 
thus combined, but this elimination is 
in contravention of the statute only 
when the combination is made for pur- 
pose of ending this particular competi- 
tion in order to secure control of, and 
enhance, prices and create a- monopoly. 


Lack of Definiteness 

In the Statute. 

The complaint is made of the statute 
that it is not sufficiently definite in its 
description of that which is forbidden, 
to enable business men to avoid its vio- 
lation. The suggestion is that we may

Supplemental Legislation Needed; — 

Not Repeal or Amendment. 

I see no objection—and indeed I can 
see decided advantages—in the enact- 
ment of a law which shall describe and 
denounce methods of competition which 
are unfair and are badges of the un- 
lawful purpose denounced in the anti- 
trust law. The attempt and purpose to 
suppress a competitor by underselling 
him at a price so unprofitable as to 
drive him out of business, or the making 
of exclusive contracts with customers 
under which they are required to give 
up association with other manufactur- 
ers, and numerous kindred methods for 
tifling competition and effecting monop- 
oly, should be described with sufficient 
accuracy in a criminal stattite on one 
hand to enable the Government to short- 
en its task by prosecuting single misfle- 
meanors instead of an. entire conspiracy, 
and, on the other hand, to serve the 
purpose of pointing out more in detafl 
to the business community. ‘what must 
be avoided. 

Federal Incor- 

poration Recommended. 

N a special message to Congress on 
| Jan. 7, 1910, I ventured to point out 

the disturbance to business that 
would probably attend the dissolution 
of these offending trusts. I said: 
“But such an investigation and possi- 
ble prosecution of corporations whose 
prosperity or destruction effects the 
comfort not only of stockholders but of 
millions of wage earners, employes and 
associated tradesmen must necessarily 
tend to disturb the confidence of the 
business community, to dry up the now 
flowing sources of capital from its places 
of hoarding and produce a halt in our 
vresent prosperity that will cause suf- 
fering and strained circumstances among 
the innocent many for the faults of the 
guilty few. The question which I wish 
in this message to bring clearly to the 
consideration and discussion of Congress 
ie whether, in order to avoid such a pos- 
sible business danger, something cannot 
be done by which these business combi- 
nations may be offered a means, without 
great financial disturbance, of changing 
the character, organization and extent 
of their business into one within the 
lines of the law under Federal control 
and supervision, securing compliance 
with the anti-trust statute. 

“Generally, in the industrial com- 
binations called ‘‘trusts,’’ the principal 
business is the sale of goods in many 
states and in foreign markets; in othér 
words, the interstate and foreign busi- 
ness far exceeds the business done in 
any one state. This fact will justify 
the Federal Government in granting a 
Federal charter to such a combination 
to make and sell in interstate and for- 
eign commerce the products ‘of useful 
manufacture under such Hmitations as 
will secure a compliance with the anti- 
trust law. It is possible so to frame a 
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I renew the ms of: 
the ¢nactment of a general law pro- 
viding fer the voluntary formation 
of corporations to eygage in trade 
and cOmmierce amo the States and 
with foréign nations. Every argu- 
ment which was then advanced for 
such a law, and every explanation 
which was at that time offered to, 
possible objections, have been con- 
firmed by our experience since the 
enforcement of the anti-trust statute 
has resulted in the actual’, dissolu- 
tion of active commercial organiza- 
tions. 

It is even more manifest now than 
it was then that the denunciation of 
conspiracies in restraint of trade 
shonld not and does not mean the 
denial of organizations large enough 
to be intrusted with out interstate 
and foreign trade, It has been madc 
mere clear now than it was then that 
a purely negative statute like the 
anti-trust law may well be supple- 
mented by specific provisions for the 
building up and regulation of legiti- 
mate natfohal and foreign commefce. 
Goverament Administrative 
Experts Needed to Ald Courts 

in Trust Dissolutions. 

The drafting of the decrees in the dis- 
solution of the present trusts, with a 
view to their reorganization into legiti- 
ig.ate corporations, has made it especially 
pparént that the courts are not pro- 
tided with the administrative machinery 
to .make the necessary inquiries pre- 
paratory to reorganization, or to pursue 
such inquiries, and they should be em- 
powered to invoke the aid of the Bu- 
reau of Corporations in pra agg the 
suitable reorganization e disinte:

| DO not set forth in detail the terms 





and sections of a statute which 
might supply the constructive legisla- 
tion permitting and aiding the formation 
of combinations of capital into Federal 
corporations.

Confiscation Not the 

Purpose «of the Statute. 

T is not the purpose of the statute to 
confiscate the property and capital 

of the offending trusts. Methods of 

punishment by fine or imprisonment of 
the individual offenders, by fine of the 
corporation or by forfeiture of its goods 
in transportation, are provided, but the 
proceeding in equity is a specific rem- 
edy to stop the operation of the trust by 
injunction and prevent the future use of 
the plant and capital in violation of the 
statute.

by the combiners to be innocent then 
turns out to be a combination in viola- 
tion of the statute. 


The answer to this hypothetical 
case is that when men attempt to 
amass such stupendous capital as 
will enable them to suppress com- 
petition, control prices and establish 
a monopoly, they know the purpose 
of their acts. Men do not do such 
a thing without having it clearly in 
mind. If what they do is merely for 
the purpose of reducing. the cost of pro- 
duction, without the thought of sup- 
pressing competition by use of the big- 
ness of the plant they are creating, then 
they cannot be convicted at the time 
the union is made, nor can they be con- 
victed later, unless it happen that later 
cn they conclude to suppress competi- 
tion and take the usual methods for do- 
ing so, and thus establish for themselves 
a monopoly. They can, in such a case, 
hardly complain if the motive which 
subsequently is disclosed is attributed 
by the court to the original combination.

NEW YORK, Dec. i.—Reorganization 


of the Wabash Railroad Co. was deter- 


mined on today at a meeting of the di- 
rectors. 

This implies that the reorganization 
pian of the Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal 
Co. and the Wheeling & Lake Erie road, 
which would have relieved the Wabash 
of heavy financial responsibility, was 
a accepted by the Wabash. 


News of the action of the Wabash 
directors caused, a sharp downward 
turn in Wabash securities on the 
Stock Exchange. The 4 per cent bends, 
which had been selling around $66, 
dropped to $52.75 and the preferred 
Shares slumped from 22 to 19%, which 
is the lowest price touched by this issue 
since the panic of 1907. 
Traders sold other stocks on the the- 
ory that failure of the Wabash to ad- 
just its finances meant not only re- 
organization but probable receivership. 

$8,000,000 Debt in Way. 
The big problem that the Wabash has 
had to face all along has been whether 
it would have to pay $8,000,000 and in- 
terest on the old Wheeling & Lake Erie 
notes,or could allow a financial syndi- 
cate to take them over and thus relieve 
the railroad of the burden. These notes 
have been the vital point in all the 
railroad system’s recent financial 
maneuvers. 
They were issued during the formative 
period, when the Wabash was building 
its Pittsburg terminal and bought the 
. aeeling & Lake Erie at a high cost 
during its war with Eastern trunk lines 
that opposed its entrance into Pittsburg. 
The mortgage bondholders have a sutt 
egainst the Wabash for the entire 
amount. 
It is believed that, as a matter of 
fact, interest and other expenses have 
swollen the total indebtedness to $10,- 
mn00. The notes were due in August, 
1908. 
mnuhn, Loeb & Co. and Blair & Co. 
took them over about that time “for 
the Wabash account.’’ They made a 
oan to retire the notes, the Wabash 
giving as additional collateral $3,500,000 
in Wabash refunding 4s. This loan was 
extended for 18 months from Feb. 1, 1911, 
ind the amount due to the bankers last 
June on this account was already $9,- 
07,953. Inclusive of the interest on the 
loan is the interest on the notes for 
three years at 5 per cent. 

Funded Debt $17,334,500. 

Exclusive of the $8,000,000 notes, the 
funded debt of the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie is $17,334,500. The ownership of the 
notes, giving possession of the collat- 
eral of $12,000,000 of new general 4s. 
slaces a new owner in the way of get- 
‘ing command of the property. 

As the loans to Kuhn, Loeb & Co. do 
not expire until next August and the 
interest has been paid to date, it has 
been thought nothing could happen to 
the railroad company until that period 
has arrived.

Francis Xavier's Church at Grand ave- 
nue and Lindell boulevard, stood bare- 
headed on the steps und sidewalk while 
the solemn ceremonial was under way. 

The St. Xavier’s Choir, supplemented 
by a cheir of Jesuit scholasties chanted 
the office of the dead. A low mass of 
requiem was said by the Rev. Rudolph 
Meyer. western provincial of the Jesuit 
Order. 


utes, prefacing his address by reminding 
his hearers that the rules of the Jesuits 
forbid that a funeral sermon shall be 
preached for one of their number. 

At the risk of violating this rule, the 
Aroehbishop said, he could not refrain 
from paying a tribute to the great edu- 
cational work done in St. Louis by 
Father Frieden, who, he said, was one 
of those who lieve that there is no 
conflict between faith and science. 

Calling attention to another Jesuit 
rule forbidding that flowers be placed 
on the casket or the grave of a mem- 
ber of the order, the Archbishop said: 

‘I am sure I will be forgiven if I at 
least place a verbal nosegay on the bier 
of this truly great man.” 

Close behind the casket as it was borne 
from the church were Mayor KyYbis- 
mann, former Mayor Rolla Wells, Fes- 
tus J. Wade, August Schiafly, wudge 
Jesse McDonald, Amedee V. Reyburn, 
Goodman King, Dr. W. G. Moore, Ben 
Blewett and Charles Stix. 

One thousand students of St. Louis 
University were drawn up along Linde!l 
boulevard as the cortege passed on its 
way to the Jesuit cemetery at Fioris- 
ant, ‘where Archbishop Glennon con- 
ducted the final services at the graye.
